5 ia met on Wednesday last to decide their superiority for 
Allens Be De eerhed ant to scale on Tuesday last at Ted Brown's, the 
Leads ‘Arma, High-street, Hull, when the little boy Joss" was found to be 
Ob under his weight, whilst his wiry opponent weighed the ful: 7 stone, 
Laverick who is the oldest of the two, is twenty-nine years of age, and stands 
abouts feet high, in his stocking feet, He has fought no batile of importance 
in the ropedring; but roport speaks well of him in several minor affairs, in 
Which he invariably came off the victor against antagonists bigger than him- 
self. Joseph, or as he is familiarly termed “ Jossey" Ward, who is some years 
his junior, first saw the light in the yoar 1845, and is consequently eighteen 
years of age, stands barely 4 fect 12 inches high, and can fight at as little as 
ést 8lb, at which weight he will prove a “ teaser" to any one breathing. This 
is his first essay inside the ropes and stakes, though he has fought several 
good turn ups with more than an average success. He was backed for this 
event by Mr, G. Gill, from the Coach and Horses, Mytongate, Hull, undor whose 
superintendence he trained the greater part of his time at Withernsea, near 
Hull, to whom great praise is due for the splendid condition in which he sent 
his ‘protege to the scratch, His colours were a dark blue kervhief 
with a white spot, and he had for his seconds, Charley Ball of Hull, and Tring 
Ostler, of Norwich. Laverick's standard was a handkerchief with a croeam- 
coloured centre, chintz spots, and a violet border; he was esqnired by Andy 
Godiry, of Hull (matched with Drew for £100) and Barney Fisher, Some 
spirited betting ensued, Laverick having a shade the best of it at guineas to 
pounds, which was freely taken up. The scene of action was Gothill, on the 
Lincolnshire coast, where a ring was soon formed on a nice level piece of 
turf on the bank of the Homber, Ward was the first to throw in his castor, 
when he was speedily followed by Laverick, amidst the cheers of the spectators. 
The referee having been chosen the night previous, no time was cut to waste. 
The process of “ peeling” was speedily gone through, and at eight minutes past 
eight the men toed the scratch for 


: THE FIGHT. 

Round 1—As the “ginnts” Jeri their scconds’ knees the condition of each 
was eagerly scanhed by their respective backers, who scemed highly de- 
lighted with their little pots, oach of them being a perfect picture. ‘ Jossey” 
stood in an easy attitude, well adapted to every possible emergency, with his 
left well in advance. He has arare fighting ‘ phiz,” with a pair of legs ag stout 
as a bullock; his shoulders, chest, and arms are literally covered with muscle, 
and as he swayed his arms to and fro they stood ont like whipeord. Lavewck, 
who was seemingly full of confidence, looked to the eye in first-rate trim, every 
muscle standing out like so much wire. He is exceedingly well made, has a 
good fighting nob, with a well-doyeloped chest. His arms, which are very long, 
are full of musclé, and have great propelling power, ended with a first-rate 
pair of mawleys, Altogether, ho is very we ! mado, Both lads stood in a 
business-like attitude, exhibiting great coolness as they tried for an opening. 
After a good deal of tedious sparring, the young ‘un was the first to commence 
proceedings with the left, but Joe got away at once. More spar ing, when the 
old'un feinted, and Jossey broke ground, This was the state of proceedings 
for some time, when the boy dashed in h’s left at Master Joe's cranium, but 


‘was short, Joo got home with the left on the body in return, and c'osed, and 


after © severe struggle for tho fall, both went down, Laverick uppermost. 

Round 2—Both lads well up to time. They at once got to work, half-arm 
hitting, Laverick getting on to ‘ Jossey's" kisser, Jossey on the Jeft shoulder 
with the left, when they closed, and after ® game struggle for the fall, both 
went down, Laverick on the top.

Round 5—Both lads, eager for the fray, came well up totime, “Jossey ” 
visited Joe on his left peeper, slightly grazing it, from which there was a 
slight effusidn of the rod stuff. Joo got woll home on the chest with the right 
duke. They now closed, and after tugging severely for the throw, it wis 
obtained by Ward. 

Rounds 6, 7, and 8—These rounds were in most respects very similar tothe pre- 
ceding ones. Tio lads in each instance were no sooner up than atit. Some 
good counter-hitting took place in each round at close quarters, Laverick in 
each round getting a slight advantage in the fall. 

Round 9—Laverick, rather slow to time, came up with his left shoulder 
slightly flushed, anda bump on the left skylight; the cuton Ward's canister 
was bleeding, beyond which he was scatheless—both lads seemed eager. ‘They 
at once closed, fibbing away at each other, whon Joe broke away, only to re- 
ceive a slight reminder from the left on his mug, which caused him to stagger, 
when he went down, First »enockdown was claimed for the “ Boy," which 
was not.allowed. 

Ronnds 10:to 15—-Much the same as the preceding rounds. The lads were 
no sooner atit, than they closed, in every case struggling severely for the fat, 
with alternate success; in the latter round, Lave: struck Ward when down.

Round 16—Jossey came up bleeding from the head, Joa from the left peepar, 


‘which looked rather “mousey ;" ho had a few bumps on his frontisplece, but 


no serious damage was done yet. They sparred for an opening. Ward 
feinted, which drew Joo within distance, Ward Janding hig left on the fore- 
head. Laverick closed, wh n they went at it li e littl “tigers,” Lavoric 
landing well on tho body, “Joss" onthe mug. They both did their utmost for 
tho fall, which was obtained by “ Jossey," who threw his man heavily, falling 
onhim, amidst tremendous checring from his corner, 

Round 17 to 20--There was no very good points shown in any of thege 
ronnds, as they commenced wrestling directly they got within distance. Jossey, 
in the 19th round, very cleverly back-hecled his opponent, 

Round 21—Laverick, slow to time, came mp with belldws to mend, showed 
several burps on his dial, and bled slightly from the graze over the left win- 
dow shutter, “ Jossey's" out on the head bled frecly from the effects of a 
blow in the last round. They got together at once, and after some good in- 
ght in which Laverick had the advantage, thoy tried to throw each other, 
and fell side by side, : 

Round 22—Laverick slow to time. The young 'un dashed out his left, landing 
well on Joe's mug, geting away without a return, He tried again, visiting the 
same place, receiving in return on the bread-basket. They closed, when Joe

We hope his friends will 
not desert him, aud pay for his colours as if he had won, and give him a 
bumping benetlt. Of the winner, we think he will be heard of egain to ad- 
vaulage, He did not quite come upto the expectations that were formed of 
him; but this is easily accounted for, us he only fought with onearm all through 
the contest, he having injured the othar severely some time back; therefore, 
more credit is due to him for winning, as no doubt he would have brought it
